This is the belief of the 
German phy sician s. 
» Sir Moreli MacKen zie 
still remain s here an d will remain fora peri mi 
of perhaps a fortn ig ht lon g er. This is the 
outside limit g iven , by those who kn ow most 
about the ease, for the full determin ation of 
the exact character of the prin ce's dan g er. 
W ithin that time it will be made clear, even 
to those who hope for the best, whether the 
prin ce will live or n ot. I should say from 
what I have learn ed here that the chan ces are 
n in e to on e ag ain st the prin ce, an d that there 
is an immediate prospect of alarmin g devel­ 
opmen ts of his disease throug h blood-poison ­ 
in g .

Then he put 
twenty -one 
fresh sheets on the scales and they 
weighed four pounds 
four 
ounces. 
Thus tho flies weighed two pounds 
twelv e ounces. 
He found that there 
were twenty flies to each squaro inch 
of the fly -paper; each sheet had 336 
square inches and 6 ,7 20 flies, and tho 
twenty -one sheets had 14 1,120 flies. 
Thus one may ascertain the weight of 
n fly ; for if 14 1,120 flies weigh two 
pounds twelv e ounces, it’s easy to cal­ 
culate what one will weigh. 


A t r av e l e r on Cape llroton Island 
say s that cod-fishing is any thing bu t 
ex hilarating sport. 
He think s the fol­ 
lowing is a v ery good imitation of it: 
Attach a thirty -pou nd du mb-bell to a 
thin line, abou t one hu ndred foot in 
length, and throw it ov erboard. 
Pay 
ou t line u ntil the bottom has been 
tou ched, wait a minu te or tw'o, and then 
pu ll u p tho line as rapidly as possible 
u ntil tho du mb-bell has reached the 
gu nwale of the boat.

process ad libitu m. 
Bo su re to get 
y ou rself thorou ghly w’et from the line, 
or wear malodorou s, second-hand oil­ 
sk ins, and hav e y ou r hands blistered in 
as many places as conv enient.

while imagine that y ou are ex cited ov er 
something, and the whole performance 
will closely resemble col-fishing.

I hav e known hands thus 
poisoned only sav ed from amputation 
by the application of all the resources 
of science. 
Tobacco or whisky , or dis­ 
arrangement of the stomach from many 
other causes, may bo responsible for 
this poisonous condition of the teeth, 
and I am not prepared to say that a 
man writh good health and a clean, 
sweet mouth would conv ey the poison, 
but I can only speak of the frequency 
of this class of cases and the difficulty 
of attending thorn successfully .”

Prince of Germany cau ses his death 
soon the heir to tho throne will be his 
eldest son, Princo Willu lm, of whom 
tho Cou ntess v on Krock ow writes: “Tho 
Germans cannot forgiv e an heir appar­ 
ent of tho throne hav ing been born 
mediocre in figu re and imperfectly 
formed.

SOME CURIOUS FACTS. 


Curious Propositions Which Puzzle the 
Wits of Unwary Listeners. 


There ex ists, floating about the world 
in a v erbal form, and occasionally ev en 
appearing in print, a certain class of 
propositions or queries, of which the 
object is to puzzle the wits of the un­ 
wary ” listener, or to beguile him into 
giv ing an absurd reply . Many of these 
are v ery old, and some are ex cellent. 
Instances will readily occur. 
Who, for 
ex ample, has not, at some period of 
his ex istence, been asked the following 
question: 
“ If a 
goose weigh ten 
pounds and half its own weight, what 
is the weight of the goose? ” 
And who 
has been tempted to reply on the in­ 
stant, 15 pounds? —the correct answer 
being, of course, 20. 
Indeed, it is as­ 
tonishing what a v ery simple query 
will sometimes catch a wise man nap­ 
ping. 
Ev en the following hav e been 
known to succeed: 
“ How may day s would it take to cut 
up a piece of cloth 5 0 y ards long, one 
y ard being cut oft’ev ery day ? ” 
Or again: 
“ A snail climbs up a post 20 feet 
Aigh, ascends fiv e feet ev ery day and 
» lips down four feet ev ery night 
How 
long will the snail take to reach the 
top of the post? ” 
Or again: 
“ A w’ise man hav ing a window one 
y ard high and one y ard wide, and re­ 
quiring more light, enlarged his win­ 
dow to twice its former size; y et the 
window was still only one y ard high 
and one y ard Av ide. 
How was this 
done? ” 
This is a catch question in geometry , 
as the preceding were catch questions 
in arithmetic—the wundow being dia­ 
mond shaped at first, and afterward 
made squara 
As to the two former, 
perhaps it is scarcely necessary seri­ 
ously to point out that the answer to 
the first is not 5 0 y ards but 4 9; and to 
the second, not 20 day s, but 16 —since 
the snail, who gains one foot each day 
for 15 day s climbs on the six teenth day 
to the top of the pole, and there re­ 
mains. 
Such ex amples are plentiful, and oc­ 
casionally both curious and amusing. 
But the purpose of the following pa­ 
per is to illustrate a class of problems 
which are in no way catch questions 
(any problem inv olv ing a mere v erbal 
quibble is, of course, out of court by 
its own innate v ileness), and which, 
though at first sight ex tremely simple, 
often require considerable ingenuity to 
arriv e at a correct result. 
Take, for 
ex ample, the following: 
“ A man walks round a pole on the 
top of which is a monkey . 
As the man 
mov es the monkey turns round on the 
top of the pole so as to keep face to 
jace with the man. 
Query : Wheu the 
man has gone round the pole, has ho 
gone round the monkey ? ” 
The answer 
which will occur at first sight to most 
persons is that the man has not gone 
round the monkey , sinco he has nev er 
been behind it. 
The correct answer, 
as decided by K n o wled g e 
, in the pages 
of which this momentous question has 
been arranged, is that the man has gone 
round the monkey . 
The following has not, so far as the 
writer is aware, hitherto appeared in 
print : 
A train standing on an incline 
is ju st k ept stationary by an engine 
which is not su fficiently powerfu l to 
draw it u p the incline. 
A second en­ 
gine, of the same power as the first, is 
then brou ght up to assist by pu shing 
the train from behind, and tho two en­ 
gines together tak e tho train u p the 
incline. 
Su ppose the carriages to bo 
link ed together by loose chains so that 
when the engine in front is acting the 
chains are stretched and the bu ffers be­ 
tween the carriages 
are separated, 
then, when the train is mov ing u nder 
the action of two engines, tho bu ffers 
mu st be either together 
or apart, 
Which are they ? 
if they are apart, 
the engine behind 
the train is ev i­ 
dently doing no work . 
If they are to­ 
gether, then the engine in front is do­ 
ing none. 
Bu t neither engine alone 
can mov e the train. 
Why , then, does 
the train mov e? 
The following was once ask ed at a 
Univ ersity wine party by a now well- 
k nown senior wrangler: 
“Su ppose 
three snak es, each of which is swallow­ 
ing the other by tho tail, so that the 
three form a circle--then, as the sw al­ 
lowing process continu es the circle ev i­ 
dently grows smaller 
and smaller. 
Now, if they thu s continu e to swallow 
each other, what will ev idently become 
g* the snak es?” 
*>f cou rse, it is clear that either the 
sv allowing process mu st stop some­ 
where, or that the snak es will v anish 
dow* each others throats. 
At what 
poim, Sien, will the swallowing cease? 
if the leader finds himself ready on 
the spot with a clear and 
precise ans* 
wer to thia q u estion, he will hav e 
I prov ed lumself of * readier wit than 


the guests of the abov e mentioned wine 
party . 
A little consideration, howev er, 
will probably be sufficient to clear up 
the my stery , and, like the preceding 
enigma of the railway , the problem 
may safely be left to the ex amination 
of the ingenious. 
“ Which, at any giv en moment, is 
mov ing forward the fastest, the top of 
a coach wheel or the bottom? ” 
To 
this apparently v ery simple question 
nine persons out of ten asked at ram* 
dom, w’ill giv e an incorrect reply . 
For 
at first sight the top and bottom of the 
wheel must of necessity be mov ing for­ 
ward at the same rate, namely , the 
speed at which the carriage is trav el­ 
ing. 
But a little thought will show 
that this is far from being the case. 
A 
point on the bottom of the wheel is, in 
fact, by the direction of its motion 
round the ax is, mov ing backward in an 
opposite direction to that in which the 
carriage is progressing, and is conse­ 
quently stationary in space; while a 
point on the top of the wheel is mov ing 
forward with double the v elocity of 
its own motion round the ax is and the 
speed at which the carriage mov es. 
The following paradox , which has 
giv en rise to much discussion, is some­ 
what 
akin to the preceding: 
“ How 
can a ship sail faster than the wind? ” 
Ev ery y achtsman knows that a ship 
can Bail faster than the wind; that is to 
say , that if the wind is blowing ten 
knots an hour a ship may be making 
twelv e or fifteen knots an hour. 
Now, 
it is obv ious that if the ship is sailing 
straight before the wind it cannot, at 
the utmost, trav el faster than the wind 
itself is blowing—as a matter of fact it 
will trav ed much more slowly . 
If, on 
the other hand the ship is sailing at an 
angle with the wind it seems at first 
sight that the wind must act with less 
effect than before, and the ship in con- 
sequonce sail more slowly still. 
But as 
a matter of fact the ship not only sails 
more quickly than before, but more 
quickly than the wind itself is blowing. 
This is a paradox which few, ev en of 
those who are well acquainted by ex ­ 
perience with the 
fact, hav e found 
themselv es able to ex plain. 
Let us consider the difficulty in the 
light of the following 
ex periment. 
Place a ball at one side of a billiard 
table and with the long cue held length­ 
wise from end to end of the table, push 
the ball across the cloth. 
The cue here 
represents the wind and the ball the 
ship sailing directly before it only as 
there is here no waste of energy which 
in tho case of wind and ship is v ery 
great, the ball of course trav els at the 
same rate as the cue—ev idently it can­ 
not possibly trav el faster. 
Now sup­ 
pose a groov e to be cut diagonally 
across the table from one corner pocket 
to the other in which the ball may roll. 
If the ball be now placed at one end of 
the groov e and tho cue held horizon­ 
tally and mov e forward as before, the 
ball will trav el along the groov e (and 
along tho cue) in the same time as the 
cue takes to mov e across the table. 
This is the case of the ship sailing at 
an angle with the direction of tho wind. 
The groov e is considerably longer than 
the width of the table, more than double 
as long, in fact. 
The ball therefore 
trav els much faster than the eue which 
impels it, since it cov ers more than 
double the distance in the same time. 
It is in precisely the same manner that a 
tacking ship is enabled to sail faster 
than the wind. 
The foregoing my steries of motion 
bring to mind the famou s paradox of 
Zeno, by which he sou ght to prov e that 
all motion is impossible. 
“A body ,” 
thu s argu ed the ingeniu s philosopher, 
“mu st mov e either in the place where 
it is or in the place where it is not. 
Now a body in the place where it is 
is stationary , and cannot be in motion; 
nor obv iou sly , can it be in motion in the 
place where it is not. 
Therefore, it 
cannot mov e at all.” 
It was of this 
paradox it was sai l, 
so lvitu r 
a m- 
b u la n d o 
—“It is solv ed by walk ing.” A 
more practical solu tion cou ld hardly 
be req u ired. 
Another paradox familiar 
to 
the 
Greek s—that of Achilles and tho tor­ 
toise—is well k nown. 
Achilles (the 
swift-footed) allows the tortoise 1(M) 
y ards start, and ru ns ten y ards while 
the tortoise ru ns one. 
Now 
wheu 
Achilles has ru n 11)0 y ards the tortoise 
has ru n ten y ards, ami is, therefore, still 
that distance ahead. 
Wheu Achilles 
lias ru n these ten y ards the tortoise has 
ru n one y ard. 
When Achilles has ru n 
one y ard, the tortoise lias ru u cu e-tenth 
of a y ard. 
And when Achilles has ru n 
the one-tenth of a y ard the tortoise has 
ru n ou e-hu ndreth. 
It is only necessary 
to continu e the same process of 
reason­ 
ing to prov e that Achilles can nev er 
ov ertak e the tortoise. 
A mu ch better paradox , thou gh 
somewhat of the same k ind, ru ns as 
follows: 
“A man, who owes a shilling, 
proceeds to pay it at the rate of a six ­ 
pence tho first day , threepence the 
nex t day , three half-pence the nex t, 
three farthings tho nex t, and so on- 
pay ing e ac h day half the amou nt he 
paid the dav before. 
Su pposing him 
to be fu rnished with cou nters of small 
v alu e so as to be able readily to pay 
fractions of a penny , how” long wou ld it 
tak e him to pay that shilling?” 
The 
answer is that he wou ld nev er pay it. 
It is tru e that he will pay elev en pence 
one farthing in fou r day s. 
Bu t the 
remaining three farthings ho can nev er 
pay , 
This paradox v aries from the p reced ­ 
ing in one important particu lar, and 
deserv es to be called a better paradox , 
for 
th-.'s reason, that we k now that 
Achilles, in spite of reasoning, will 
certainlv ov ertak e the tortoise. 
Bu t it 
ia mathematically demonstrable that 
the debtor, u nder su ch circu mstances, 
can nev er pay his shilling, ev en thou gh 
he shou ld be endu ed, lik e lithou u s, 
with the gift of immortality . 
The following is a really ex cellent 
paradox : 
“A train starts daily from 
Sun Francisco to New Ycrk, and one 


daffy from New York to San Francisco, 
the journey lasting sev en day s. 
How 
many trains will a trav eler meet in 
journey ing from San Francisco to New 
j York? ” 
It appears obv ious at the first glance 
that the trav eler must meat sev en trains, 
and this is the answer which will be 
giv en by nine people out of ten to whom 
the question is new. 
The fact is ov er­ 
looked 
that .ev ery day during the 
journey a fresh train is starting from 
the other end, while there are sev en on 
the wav to begin with. 
The trav eler 
will therefore meet, not sev en, but four­ 
teen. 
The following proposition is both 
curious in itself and admits of some 
interesting v ariations in ihe application 
of the principle on which it depends. 
“ If there are more people in the world 
than any one person has hairs upon 
his head, then there must ex ist at least 
two persons who possess identically the 
same number of hairs, to a hair.” 
If the reader fails to perceiv e at once 
the necessity of this conclusion, let him 
first consider, as a simpler case, instead 
of the hairs on a man’s head, the num­ 
ber of teeth in his jaw”. 
Let him sup­ 
pose thirty -four persons to be assem­ 
bled in one room; then the full number 
of teeth in a man’s jaw being thirty -two 
it is easily seen that—ev en supposing 
the member of the party so unfortunate 
os to hav e no teeth at all—there must 
be 
at 
least two 
persons present 
possessed of identically the same num­ 
ber of teeth. 
The application of this 
ex ample to the proposition in question 
is quite ev ident. 
It is, in fact, merely 
a matter of large numbers. 
Now”, to apply this principle to other 
cases, it has been asserted, for ex ample, 
that in a field of grass there cannot be 
found two blades in all respects iden­ 
tical. 
It will be seen, howev er, that if 
the blades of grass are more numerous 
than the differences between them per­ 
ceptible to the ey e, then there must be 
at least two blades ex actly alike, or at 
least not to be distinguished from each 
other by inspection. — Temp le Ba r.

The 
knowing ones among the frequ enters of 
the street lau g h at the g reeny whose 
dimes and dollars they have g athered in. 
and in an hou r or two afterward skin 
faro, policy or 
a neig hboring bu ck« *! shop 
has cleaned these very knowing ones ou t 
of their last cent. 
The hitter cold wind of night sent its 
sharp gusts sweeping up along the street, 
and it was not a pleasant night on which 
to lounge along from Chatham square to 
Cooper institute. 
But the boys and girls 
were out in force and the east side had 
on part of its holiday clothes. On nearly 
ev ery corner was the irrepressible fakir, 
and in front of him the always seen (» [ten 
mouthed crowd of gadding women and 
wonder chained men.
